Great Engineering Feéat in 
Has Been Achieved 
Underneath Pigadilly. Cirdus the 
most wonderful station in the i 
was recently opened and not until 
then did -we realize that under the 
very feet of the hurrying crowds of 
the West, End the greatest engineer- 
ing feat in\ London since the war 
has been achieved, says the Over- 
seas Daily Mail. 

This tube station, which has a 
booking-hall that covers almost as 
big a floor space as the Queen's 
Hall, will deal with 50 million pas- 
sengerg a year at a point where two 
tubes of the Bakerloo Railway cross 
over two tubes of the Piccadilly line. 
One amazing fact is that all the 
material removed during the three 
years of operations was taken out 
through one small hole, once the 
site of Enos, in the middle of Picca- 
dilly Circus. Further, the whole of 
the station was lowered piecemeal 
through the same hole. Cons'der- 
ably more than £500,000 has been 
spent on this three-years task. 

The booking hall is a sumptuous 
basement to the whole Piccadilly 
Circus. The rpadway is held up by 
57 girders, each bearing 280 tons. 
There are eleven of the newest type 
of escalators, There are foot-bridges 
stairs, and landings and 
passages built by men who burrowed 
towards each other ‘with drills that 
met without a fraction of an inch of 
error.
